father, Billie Minner 

“To kill someone over a $50 
fine is terrible.” 

‘The-big question in the elder 
Minner’s' mind is why police 
were pursuing his son-in such a 
fashion for running a stop sign. 

Wood River Police Chief 
Ralph Skinner said it is the poli- 
cy of the police department to 
pursue a‘ motorist wh is endan- 
gering the safety of others. 

“We're going to attempt to 
stop everyone who runs a stop 
sign,” he said, adding i up to 
the discretion of the police offi 
cer to initiate a pursuit, depend- 
ing on the time of day and loca 
tion 

He refused to comment fur- 
ther on the case while it is under 
investigation 

“I don’t understand it,” Bille 
Minner said, ‘‘If_ just doesn't 
make sense. He nm r- drove cra- 
y on the motorcycle. He had 
respect for it.’* 

Kevin Minner had come back 
to the family house at 409 Lam- 
pert St. in Alton after getting .off 
from his job as a night desk 
clerk at the Stratford Hotel 
about. 11 p.m., Billie Minner 
said. Kevin fed the dog and then 
left again 

Minner said his son often liked 
to take a ride on his motorcycle 
late at night after work, to 
relax. 

He sometimes went to visit his 
girlfriend, who lives in Wood 
River 


“He’s been a good boy. Not 
really ever been in trouble 
before. He worked hard,’’ Min- 
ner said, adding that his son was 
a careful motorcycle rider with 
10,000 miles of motorcycle expe- 
rience. 

Neighbor Joseph Hubbard 
described Kevin Minner as an 
“ordinary kid. No problems. A 
good neighbor. I'd see him mow- 
ing the lawn over there some- 
times. He was always polite to 
me 

Kevin was a student at Alton 
High School, but dropped out at 
age 16. He later earned a GED 
certificate. 

Billie Minner said he finds 
police reports of the incident 
confusing, and he questions the 
tactics ‘used by authorities 
“Nothing makes sense," he said 

Minner; who went to view the 
scene of the crash, said his son’s 
1980 850-cc Suzuki motocycle had 
left 50 feet of straight skid 
marks but the police car had not 
left any. 

“Kevin didn't hit the police 
car. I think the police car 
rammed him. That's my person- 
al-opinion.-I- may -never-know;* 
Minner said. 

Illinois State Police said they 
had no new information on the 
case. The matter is still under 
investigation.

Q. In the past, you've 
given some sound advice on 
family budgeting, but there 
is one in ual you've 
missed: The person whose 
income is based on com- 
missions and is, therefore, 
variable. Since | just began 
such a job for the first time, 
1 wonder if you could offer 
any tips? 

A. We apologize for the 
oversight. We are aware that 
many Americans do work ona 
commission basis. If you're 
just starting out, the most im- 
portant thing is to keep spen- 
ding to a minimum for a while, 
until you see haw your income 
will generally work out. To 
build up a margin of safety, so 
to speak, for times when your 
commission checks may 
dwindle, try to set aside some 
money from each check. And, 
another key is record keeping. 
Get in the habit of maintaining 
strict, accurate records for at 
least a year (depending on 
your business, six months 
may be long enough). Utilizing 
those records, you should be 
able to construct a workable 
budget which should continue 
to include regular savings — 
an extremely important asset

Therefore, when a person has a_ will 
prepared, he needs to be careful about subse- 
quent transfers of property into joint tenancy. 
As indicated by the above example, thse 
transfers can bring about a result that may 
not have been intended by the person who, 
Prepared the will.

To the young people. 

Me,"being 43 years old, can see how 
the world is changing, some for the bet- 
ter, a lot for the worse and if you take 
some time to study what is happening 
and think why, may be a big plus in 
your favor. 

I was lucky growing up and never 
had the habit of coke or pot, but I did 
not escape the.booze. I never received 
a DUI charge; patted myself on the 
back many times. I never was a. bur- 
glar — no violent crimes. Now they call 
me a murderer. I would like to tell you, 
of the traps before some of you in hope 
to help someone in what I have seen, 
feel and known — things and life and 
the difference in years of my age ‘and 
yours 

The world needs law and I don't 
know of a better system in the world 
than the U.S.A., but if you ever come in 
contact with the wrong end of the judi- 
cial system, it is confusing and leaves 
you helpless as to the rights you read 
in the Constitution on which your 
defense depends. Due process takes you 
from One point to the next and it is 
slow. Guilty or innocent makes no dif- 
ference. 

The law reads innocent till proven 
guilty, but seems reversed and the law 
seems unfair as you feel degraded plus 
your identity and individuality are 
removed. There becomes a mental 
stain and law becomes a lie and unfair. 
You come in contact with people you 
can not ayoid that hate constantly that 
are extremely prejudicial in color and 


nationality. Your hurts become your ~— 


family’s hurts and only time will tell 
you what happens. 

Don’t believe TV or the movies. 
Believe me, in the year I have been in 
jail I have seen people come and go, 
some lucky and some unlucky. Some 
people with no place to go are put out 
on.the street to steal and are back in 
jail the same day, some let out on drug 
charges come back within weeks with 
murder charges added to the drug 
charges. 

Money become a most important fac- 
tor. Lawyers become a_ mediator 
between ydu and the judicial system. 
They are not cheap and you will find 
they are very busy at times you will 
feel ignored and have no idea what is 
happening. 7 

In a year, I have not seen the moon 
or stars. It may not seem importatnt 
but is. Imagine a TV; Re radio plus 10 
pepple talking and hollering in a base- 
ment for 10 hours or longer a day, 
every day for a year. County time is’ 
hard time, very hard time, Many tell 
me it’s much worse than prisons. To be 
in my place is the only way to feel the 
real circumstances. 

Don’t believe Peorie don’t lie. I have 
seén and heard facts that_would be 
impossible to understand. Don’t take 


that chance and-put yourself—in_an 
impossible situation. Don't listen to any _ 
easy way to get ahead. 

I wrote this not for myself but for 
those who don’t know what jail is like. I 
never in 43 years had any idea what 
jail was like, even seeing TV and lots 
of movies and ‘‘Perry Mason" is not 
the way it operates. 

Once you become infected with jail 
and the judicial system you ‘will never 
be the same. Jail is reality of the pits 
where you have. hours, weeks and 
months and maybe years to think of the 
simple things that meant little Ss 
picnic or just an afternoon with 
folks. Washing the car or cutting 
grass becomes a pleasant dream. 

The wish, for a Coke or a slice of 
pizza is gone. The reality of being 
attacked while you're lying in bed read- 
ing a book is real because you drank a 
cup of coffee no one_seemed to want. 

The cast on my foot and leg broke on 
the. hard floor is real. The thought of 
being stabbed with a pencil or sharp- 
ened tooth brush is real. Loneliness is 
real. To see your mom through an 
inch-thick plate glass is real. To hear 
her cry on the phon@ is real: The lump 
in your throat and hurt in your heart 
and tears in your eyes are real. 

Tough guys don’t win in jail, nobody 
wins in jail. When you're in jail, you're 
not the toughest, you’re not the smart- 
est or the best. You're nothing but a 
piece of meat being procured in one 
Strection or another. and only time will 
tell. 

I will leave Madison County jail in 
the next few days and go through the 
process of law and my appeal for a 
new trial. . ‘ 

My advice to the young people is to 
sit back and think of what*you do every 

night before you leave the house and 
count the blessings you may be givin: 
up for something stupid. One smal 
mistake may cause‘ you a life time of 

in. You're nof immune and you don’t 

ve to commit a crime to be convicted 


of it. It happens. :

Madison 
County pays one-third of the dis- 
trict's taxes. 

“I've always been a person 
who- opposes taxation without 
representation,’’ Hall said 
Wednesday. ‘*The people in 
Granite City are paying taxes; 
they ought to have a representa- 
tive on that board.”’ 

Watson said Wednesday that 
he favors the bill because it is a 
reasonable way to give more 
voters a voice on the BAC board.

Nursing act activities intensify

The Illinois Nurses Association 
introduced an update to~the 
Nurse Practice Act in April — 
HB 2259. 





The bill provides for the estab- 
lishment of two levels of entry 
into nursing practice, the associ- 
ate degree and the baccalayre- 
ate degree for 1995 implementa- 
tion, grandfathering of all 
_present RNs into the new profes- 
sional (BSN) level, and grandfa- 
Get of LPNs into the new AD 

level. 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services is-predicting by 
1990 an oversupply of AD. «and 

~- diploma nurses nationwide “anda 
shortage of BSN nurses. This 
proposal would facilitate encour- 
aging nurses to acquire a BSN, 










either directly or through a- 


two-step approach, AD plus two 
years to obtain a BSN. 

The Department of Registra- 
tion and lucation also submit- 
ted a Nurse Practice Act Bill in 
April — SB 1323. This bill died in 
committee. A skeleton bill, SB 
1217, called Preserve the Present 
Nurse Practice Act, was also 
introduced. With strategic plap- 
ning the content of SB 1323 was 
attached and became SB 1217. 

SB 1217 increases from nine to 
32 the: reasons a nurse can lose 
her license including: .“‘physical 
illhess, including, but not limited 
to, deterioration through the 
aging process (line 706-707), and 
engaging in dishonorable, unethi- 
cal, or unprofessional conduct of 
a character likely to deceive, 
defraud or harm the public 
(lines 650-654)."" The Department 
of Registration would determine 
what specifics applied for: these 
vague categories.
